Venesnela Is heartily aick of the revola- 
ttao, and wants peace. 

A feeling la developing, especially 
among the commercial interests, which 
have l»een greatly injured by tbe long 
period of unrest, in favor of the Inter- 
reation of tbe United Rtatea. This la 
not acceptable to President Castro or 
tbe chiefs of ths revolution, who are 
hogtlle to any move by Washington to 
ittfterfere with their plans. Tbe revolo- 
gkailats charge the United States with 
aiding President Castro. In support of 
ihhi contention, they point to the faHure 
■of Secretary Hay to declare the attitude 
of the Unlt^ Rtatea respecting tbe block¬ 
ade of tbe Orinoco. If It Is true that 
President Castro has arranged with 
Germany, hU continuance in office for 
a time, at least, is assured.

That he will be able 
to annihilate the rcvolotlonlsts does not 
appear to be possible. So long ss he Is 
ia power, the President’s enemies os- 
oert, he will have s rebellion on band, 
and tbe same condition will undoubtedly 
mark the administration of his successor.

Our Conaervatlve friends hare clear 
and distinct ideas abont the management 
of the departmegU of government when 
they are in oppoaltloo and therefore irre¬ 
sponsible. They struggled under annual 
deficiu ranging from half a million to a 
million dollars to the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment for nearly twenty years. They pro¬ 
claimed aloud the Impossibility of even 
re<1acing the domestic rats by one cent, 
and as for knocking off three cents on 
letters directed to Orest Britain or aoy 
other part of the Empire, the Idea was 
too grotesque to be worthy of a passing 
thought.

The. ratepayers by 
an overwhelml^ vote declared tbem- 
aeh'ca In favor//of assisting the Terminal 
railway and ffrry project by a certain 
lK>ons. This settled the prinriple. 
Everything eiqe Is s matter of detail. 
3 gather from the published report of 
the pnK'cedlnira of the conncil that the 
Mayor and alqermen think the request 
of the company for an extension of time 
a reas<)nnbio oqe; that the security that 
the company itgreea to put up, that la 
$100,000/In dlkh. la considered ample; 
that tin* vnriafloiia from the service pro- 
rldcti for in the original by-law are re- 
ganled aa no improvement, and that,no 
doubt any longer exists that the company 
is acting In alliance with tfi^e Groat 
Northern rall4rny. also seems to be 
admitted by ^e council that the com¬ 
pany’s new p^poaition la a better one, 
from a financial point of view than that 
to which the ratepayers gave their aa-' 
a.»r.t.

The school retuma for the past month 
are of the most gratifying character, sev> 
eral records haring gone to the wall. 

Dospits the unfavorable weather of 
November, the attendance again paaaed 
the 60 per cent. mark. The drat time 
this occurred, in the recent history of 
the scbouls at leaau.was in the mouth of 
October last, when the record was 60.28 
per cent.; the November showing was 
60.08 per cent. * 

The total number preaeni during the 
month was 2,730, with a daily average 
of 2,481.12. 'I'be eorrespundiug ttgures 
for November of last year wers 2,076 
and 2,800.50. Of the ten schools In (he 
city only two failed to make an .averags 
atteudauco of 60 per ct‘nt. The record of 
the High school was 60.00 per cent., 
slightly below the average of all the 
schools of the city. The percentage in 
the several graded schools were as fol¬ 
lows: Spring Kidge, 65.10; Kingston 
street, 63.84; Boys' achool, 61.54; Hock 
Bay, 61.18; South l*ark. 61.08; North 
Ward. 60.37; HlUside, 60.05; VictorU 
Weat, 86.03; Oirl'a school, 88.70. 

These percentages would be even high¬ 
er if they were corrected for part time 
atteudaoco of pupils who were enrolled 
In the schools for only part of the month, 
and for that of pupils counted twice in 
ihe total enrollment by rcas<m of trans¬ 
ference during the mouth. 

This correction has been made In the 
cans of moat of the divisional records 
which follow.
